WILMINGTON — Newly 
appointed Assistant Super- 
intendent Sean Gallagher 
achieved great success as a 
principal at Beverly High 
School.

WILMINGTON — With the 
school year now underway, 
hundreds of new faces are 
flocking through the halls of 
Wilmington High School. One 
of those new faces isn't a stu- 
dent, but new Assistant Prin- 
cipal Jonathan Merenda. 

Merenda arrives in Wil- 
mington following a lengthy 
career in Everett, where he 
began teaching almost 20 
years ago as an English 
teacher and drama club ad- 
viser. For the past five years, 
Merenda not only taught 
English, but worked as head 
of the data office at the 
Everett High School. 

Those many years of expe- 
rience has left Merenda with 
firm ideas regarding the 
value of education. 

"Learning is a risky endea- 
vor that requires a safe and 
collaborative environment 
where students feel comfort- 
able sharing their ideas and 
asking questions," Merenda 
said. "I approach teaching 
and-learning with respect. 
Respect for the student, the 
teacher, the content and the 
environment." 

As committed as Merenda 
was to Everett, his ambitions 
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wrestling and football coach, 
and we competed against 
Wilmington over those years 
and I always had a lot of 
respect for the student-ath- 
letes and the community of 
Wilmington.” 

Since his hiring over the 
summer, Gallagher has spent 
a great deal of time familiar- 
izing himself with the staff, 
the schools, and the town. 

“This is a very welcoming 
community, from the stu- 
dents themselves to the par- 
ents and the teachers and the 
principals,” Gallagher said. 

Those feelings were only 
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reinforced following summer 
training, which gave him one- 
on-one time with the hard- 
working faculty and staff that 
make the Wilmington school 
system what it is. 

“What I really took out of 
that week was just the pro- 
fessionalism of the district 
leaders and the principals. 
You can just tell that it’s a 
very special place to work,” 
Gallagher said. “Everyone 
puts students first and really 
rallies together to do their 
best for the students.” 

Gallagher took over Bever- 
ly High School as principal 
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in 2006. During his time 
there, he helped launch a 
number of exciting pro- 
grams and projects, includ- 
ing a freshman academy, a 
senior internship program, 
and laptop initiative. 

His departure was much 
mourned by administrators 
and students in Beverly, with 
many taking to social media 
to lament his leaving. 

Beverly’s despondence was 
matched by the Wilmington 
administration’s enthusiasm 
for his hiring. 

“We are thrilled to have 
Sean join our team,” said Su- 


perintendent Mary DeLai in 
an official press release. “His 
experience with leading inno- 
vation in teaching and learn- 
ing, his focus on lifelong 
learning for both students 
and staff, and his commit- 
ment to helping all students 
succeed are assets that we as 
a district value greatly.” 
Prior to Beverly, Gallagher 
worked as an elementary 
health educator in Everett 
Public Schools, a special edu- 
cation teacher in Lynn, and a 
health educator in Salem,

Route 38 detour in Wilmington beginning Sept. 9 


WILMINGTON - The Mas- 
sachusetts Department of 
Transportation (MassDOT) 
has announced that detours 
will be in place in Wil- 
mington on the Route 38 
Bridge beginning in the 
evening on Friday, Septem- 
ber 9 and concluding Monday 
morning, September 12, and 


then again detours will be in 
place September 23 until 
September 26. 

Bridge maintenance work 
will be taking place and will 
involve installing shoring 
posts and jacking girders. 

Beginning at 8 p.m., Sep- 
tember 9, vehicle traffic in 
the area will be detoured un- 


til 5 a.m., Monday, Septem- 
ber 12. Detours will again be 
in place from 8 p.m., Friday, 
September 23 through 5 a.m., 
Tuesday, September 26. The 
detours are as follows: 

e Vehicles traveling north- 
bound on Route 38 will be 
detoured onto Eames Street 
and then Woburn Street and 


then Route 129. 

e Vehicles traveling south- 
bound will be detoured onto 
Route 129 and then Woburn 
Street and then Eames Street. 

Drivers are urged to use 
caution and reduce speed 
while traveling through the 
area. 

The Route 38 Bridge is lo- 


cated above commuter rail 
tracks in Wilmington but 
the bridge maintenance 
work will not impact com- 
muter rail service. The 
MBTA Lowell Line Commu- 
ter Rail service is expected 
to operate as scheduled, 
though customers may ex- 
perience minor delays.

WILMINGTON — Months 

after touching off one of the 
most intensely contested 
controversies in recent 
local politics, Selectman 
Michael McCoy makes no

'O’Connell of threatening 
‘Town Manager Jeff Hull’s 
employment. Per McCoy, 
- this threat was borne out of 
‘frustration with that sum- 
-mer’s handling of a contro- 
+ yversy surrounding the Board 
+ of Appeals process. 

All implicated parties 
, strenuously denied McCoy’s 
‘accusations. As the argu- 
*ment raged through the 
*next several Board of 
*Selectmen meeting, a con- 
- stant refrain from the other 
* Selectmen was why McCoy 
‘chose that forum and that 
‘method to bring up his 
laccusations, and not any 
" time previously in executive 
‘ or public session. 
' TI believe that was Article 
*41. I thought it was the 
* proper place to bring it up,” 


McCoy said. “It just wasn’t 
simple housekeeping. A lot 
of things happened relative 
to Article 41 behind the 
scenes. It was just not sim- 
ple housekeeping. I’ve been 
in government a long time, 
and I’ve seen housekeeping. 
I know the _ difference 
between housekeeping and 
articles where there is 
another political element. 
There was no question to 
me that it was the appropri- 
ate place to bring it up.” 
McCoy frequently cites his 
long career with the Board 
of Selectmen, going back 27 


years. When asked to 
describe his proudest 
accomplishment in that 


time, he places the empha- 
sis on what he described as 
“constituent services.” 

“I get back to people with 
a question,” he said. “I 
answer them immediately. 
When someone has a con- 
cern, I make sure I take the 
time to talk to them.” 

McCoy stands by his state- 
ment, but maintains that 
having had his say, he is 
eager and willing to move 
forward with the Board of 
Selectmen onto new busi- 
ness and the governing of 
the town. 

“I did what I did,” McCoy 
said. “I said what I had to 
say. I’m moving forward. ’'m 
not going to bring that up 
unless I need to bring it up 
or someone else brings it up 
and I need to talk about it.” 

But even with the 
Selectmen committing to 
moving forward and not 
looking back, it was clear 
in speaking with McCoy 
that aspects of the debates 
still rankled him. 

At the June 22 Selectmen 
meeting, both McCoy and 
O’Connell publicly stated 
that they were ending the

Depreciation hasn’t changed, though, for passenger cars 
put in service this year. And leasing a car for business this 
year costs more in amounts added to your personal income.

feud and would not address 
the matter going forward. 
In a lacerating statement, 


O’Connell referred to 
McCoy as “a disingenuous 
human being.” 

She further stated, “I will 
work with you, but I do not 
respect you and I do not 
respect the conduct that 
you have exhibited during 
several of these meetings.” 

O’Connell concluded by 
expressing her hope that 
McCoy would be voted out 
of office should he seek re- 
election when his term is up 
next spring. 

“In all my years being a 
member of the Board of 
Selectmen no one’s ever 
actually said to me pub- 
licly, ‘I hope you lose,” 
McCoy said. “I would never 
say that to a colleague. I 
think that was downright 
mean and very unprofes- 
sional of her to make those 
comments.” 

“TJ take responsibility for 
having said that,” 
O’Connell said. “I have no 
ill will towards Mr. McCoy. I 
don’t want to perpetuate 
any feud.” 

O’Connell declined to 
speak further on the mat- 
ter, stating that she intend- 
ed to focus on the future of 
the town. 

“From my standpoint, we 
reached a finality with that 
[matter],” O’Connell said. 

McCoy, too, is adamant 
that his focus is now solely 
on moving the town into the 
future. The Facilities 
Master Plan is still under 
development, the Yentile 
Farm Project is moving for- 
ward, along with numerous 
other obstacles and oppor- 
tunities that Wilmington 
now faces. 

“There’s not a magic cred- 
it card out there for us to 
have,” McCoy said. “We 
really need to be very care- 
ful on how we spend our tax 
dollars. We need to think of 
people’s pocket books in 
this community.”

WILMINGTON — The town 
of Wilmington continues to 
grow and evolve with the 
changing times, and as the 
current Chairwoman for the 
Board of Selectmen, Judy 
O'Connell occupies a major 
position in those changing 
times. Speaking to the Town 
Crier, O'Connell expressed a 
strong commitment to work- 
ing with Town Manager Jeff 
Hull, the Board of Selectmen, 
and the rest of the town 
administration to meet those 
challenges head on. 

Traffic concerns, substance 
abuse issues, the ongoing 
efforts of the New England 
Transrail to develop trans- 
loading operation in town, 
and limited resources for an 
expanding set of needs, all 
these occupy places of major 
concern for O'Connell. 

And for each of these chal- 
lenges, the Board is working 
to try and meet the needs of 
the community. For example, 
with opiod use claiming head- 
lines, O'Connell stated that 
the Selectmen are throwing 
their full support behind local 
efforts to combat this rising 
trend. 

"The Board supports the ef- 
forts of the Substance Abuse 
Coalition, the School Depart- 
ment, Father Earley and oth- 
ers to set up programs to cre- 
ate awareness and offer ad- 
vice on ways to address the 
problem," O'Connell said. 
"Selectmen will also be seek- 
ing a status on efforts to follow 
through on the 2016 annual 
town meeting article to obtain 
counseling services to assist 
town departments as they con- 
front substance abuse cases." 

In discussing town business, 
O'Connell repeatedly stressed 
an emphasis on inter-depart- 
mental cooperation. For long 
term projects like the Facil- 
ities Master Plan, there are 
dozens of organizations and 
individuals with needs to be

Asked to comment on the re- 
cent turmoil between the 
Board of Selectmen following 
Selectman Michael McCoy's 
accusation that O'Connell and 
former Selectmen Michael 
Newhouse applied pressure to 
Hull and threatened his em- 
ployment following disputes 
last year, O'Connell declined to 
comment, stating that she had 
said her final piece on the mat- 
ter during the June 13 Board of 
Selectmen meeting and pre- 
ferred to focus on the future. 

"T once again have no further 
comment on this as I indicated 
I was done with this type of 
discussion on June 13 and I 
intend to honor _ that," 
O'Connell said. "I take respon- 
sibility for the comments that 
I have made and I will let the 
record stand for itself." 

While she would not com- 
ment on the disputes with 
McCoy, O'Connell maintained 
that the Board of Selectmen 
continues to function as need- 
ed in serving the citizens of 
the town. 

"As five individuals, we can- 
not be expected to always 
agree on all matters but I 
intend to make every effort to 
see that meetings are con- 
ducted in an efficient, re-

year's school year in Wilmington

WILMINGTON — Wilming- 
ton kicked off last year by 
opening a time capsule from 
over 50 years ago, allowing 
students and staff to take 
stock of how much change 
has occurred in the schools, 
the town, and the world in 
that time. Change is ever- 
present throughout a school 
year, with everyone working 
together to work through 
major events. 

Some of those changes are 
still ongoing. Last Novem- 
ber, the Board of Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Educa- 
tion announce they were 
doing away with both the 
PARCC and the MCAS tests 
after years of debate over 
which one would become the 
default standard test for 
Massachusetts students. In- 
stead, a new test has been 
devised and will be used in 
the spring of 2017, a test that 
adopts features from both 
the PARCC and MCAS. 

Among the things that staff 
and administration hope to 
rectify in the coming school 
year is the achievement gap 
between regular education 
and special needs students. 

“Non-disabled Students [sic] 
outperform Students with 
Disabilities [sic] by more 
than double,” read an October 


- report, in a trend that com- 


mittee member Mary Byrnes 
referred to as “alarming.” 
“With respect to Wilming- 
ton’s MCAS results, I was not 
necessarily surprised [but] 
disappointed that we were 


not able to make better gains 
in closing the proficiency 
gap between the High Needs 
and Non-High Needs sub- 
groups, particularly for stu- 
dents with disabilities and 
students who are economi- 
cally disadvantaged,” said 
Superintendent Mary DeLai, 
when the report was re- 
leased. “For ELA, 88 percent

of students without disabili- 
ties scored proficient or 
advanced while only 35% of 
students with disabilities 
achieved at this level. In 
math, the gap is 79 percent 
versus 21 percent.” 

It remains to be seen what 
the 2016 spring test results 
will look like. 

One of the biggest changes 


weathered by the school sys- 
tem was the departure ‘of 
longtime Athletic Director Ed 
Harrison. The widely beloved 
Harrison stepped down after 
13 years of service to the'stu- 
dents of Wilmington. ~ ==> 

His departure set off>a 
lengthy search process: that 
concluded with the announcé- 
ment that Timothy Alberts, 
formerly the Director of Ath- 
letics and Physical Education 
for Matignon High School in 
Cambridge, as new Athletic 
Director. 

Other big administration 
changes include the -depar- 
ture of Dennis Mahoney from 
the position of AssistantPrin- 
cipal at the High School, and 
the appointment of Sean Gal- 
lagher as Assistant ‘Super- 
intendent for Curriculum:and 
Staff Development. Mahoney 
became the principal at 
Winchester High School. ~ 

And still other changes may 
be in the wings. In March the 
school committee voted -to 
authorize DeLai to join.in with 
other superintendents ffom 
Middlesex in petitionihg* for 
new start times for schools. 
The proposed changes would 
take effect in 2018, moving 
High School start times to 
between 8:00 a.m. and +8:30 
a.m., in contrast with the 7;30 
a.m. to 8 a.m. start time cur- 
rently used in the Middlesex 
League. After school competi- 
tions would be scheduled -to 
ensure that students did, not 
miss academic time. ;..”i/,

“Traditionally in our ad- 
hvanced manufacturing pro- 
hgram,; students have learned 
ein various shops including 
the machine shop, electron- 
aic¢s;:CAD design and draft- 
aing, metal fabrication and 
welding, but these same stu- 
dents;have not interacted in 
steams outside of their disci- 
plines. In the 21st century 
veconomy, these things are 
done in an interdisciplinary 
fmanner,” said Shawsheen 
eek Superintendent Tim 
‘Broadrick. 
fyOur new engineering 
classroom and innovation 
Jah;is'a place where we will 
bring:students together from 


these different vocational 
educational areas to learn 
how their disciplines interre- 
late and teach them to work 
together on the full design, 
control and manufacturing 
process,” he continued. 

The goal of Project Lead 
the Way is to break down the 
barriers and remove the 
silos between the different 
disciplines of technical and 
vocational training. 

“Hivery young person needs 
to know problem solving, 
creative thinking and how to 
work together with different 
teams. We’re doing that with 
this program,” said Russell 
Eckel, Shawsheen Tech’s 
Workforce and Community 
Services coordinator. 

James Muthig, an expert 
in training other teachers 
how to become certified in 
Project Lead the Way, joined 
the faculty as the director of 
this new program. 

“Everything has to come 
together for a widget to be 
made,” Muthig said. “The 
drafter has to understand the 
electrical system and so on. 
Working together on projects 
provides an understanding of 
how the whole works and we 
will do that here. I’m very 
excited to be here in hopes of 
bringing a little bit more of 
an idea of what engineering 
is all about.” 

A new engineering and 
innovation classroom was 
created with tables on 


wheels that can be moved as

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Shawsheen Tech leads the way with 
new innovation lab, high-tech security 


needed with outlets hanging 
from the ceiling to provide 
ultimate space and flexibili- 
ty. This classroom is adja- 
cent to the mechanical shops 
so students can go back and 
forth easily. 

In addition to adding the 
new pre-engineering and 
innovation classroom, Shaw- 
sheen Tech has also installed 
an innovative security sys- 
tem for the high school’s 
physical plant. 

The new system was in- 
stalled as part of a three 
phase project which will se- 
cure the entrances of Shaw- 
sheen Tech. Security starts 
at the front door where a 
security vestibule has been 
built. Student and staff mem- 
bers will be issued identifica- 
tion cards that they will use 
to gain access. 

Additionally, all visitors 
will be screened by Lobby 
Guard, an electronic back- 
ground check system that 
pulls information from state 
driver’s license or state 
identification card. The pro- 
ject was initiated by the 
school committee, which has 
been interested in increas- 
ing school security in the 
wake of tragic incidences in 
other part of the country. 

“The School Committee 
established a safety subcom- 
mittee, and this system was 
something they recommend- 
ed,” Broadrick said.

Thief returns helmet, 


pays tab at 
Skipjack’s Restaurant

} FOXBOROUGH — The 
strange story of a man 
believed to be from Wil- 
mington caught on tape 
stealing an autographed 
Patriots helmet from a bar 
in Foxborough, took a decid- 
edly bizarre turn as the thief 
returned the helmet, and 
even paid off his tab. 

Local sports fans watched 
in amazement as security 
footage showed the still 
unidentified thief hopping 
over the bar at Skipjack's 
Restaurant to steal an auto- 
graphed Patriots helmet 
while the rest of the pa- 
trons were out watching 
that night's game. The thief 
can be seen wrapping the 
helmet up in his Tom Brady 
jersey before leaving the 
restaurant without paying.

rant. It had been auto- 
graphed by the 2014 cham- 
pionship team. 

Due to being carded for 
his drinks, authorities knew 
the culprit was a Wil- 
mington man with a July 
1986 birth date. 

But the national attention 
proved to be too much for 
the sticky-fingered sports 
fan. Shortly after the story 
went wide, the restaurant 
manager was contacted by 
the thief, offering to return 
the helmet. 

And on Wednesday, Au- 
gust 24, the thief made 
good on his word. A pack- 
age arrived at Skipjack's 
containing the helmet, a 
note of apology, and cash to 
pay off the $70 bar tab that 
the culprit ditched out on. 

Foxborough Chief of Police 
stated that detectives contin- 
ue to search for the helmet- 
snatcher, although at this 
point it is unknown if the man 
would even face charges.

Wilmington's first casualty 


PFC John Rich killed in 
Vietnam, 50 years ago 


Caputo arrested 
for B&E and 


6.

Fifty years ago, Wilming- 
ton received the news of its 
first casualty of the war in 
Vietnam. Marine PFC John 
A. Rich was fatally wounded 
while on patrol on Aug. 25, 
1966. 

A 1964 graduate of Wilming- 
ton High School, he was 20 
years old. He had been draft- 
ed in January 1966. At the 
induction in the Fargo Buil- 
ding in South Boston, offi- 
cials asked for four volun- 
teers to go into the Marines, 
instead of the Army. John 
was standing next to Francis 
Mullen, also of Wilmington. 
John looked at Fran and 
said, “If you go, I'll go.” And 
they did. 

Five months later, John 
Rich landed in Vietnam. He 
took part in two major com- 
bat operations, Operation 
Colorado and Operation Has- 
tings. On Aug. 25, he was on a 
“seek & destroy” mission near 
Phu Loi when he was shot. 

He was survived by his par- 
ents, William and Ivy Rich, 
who had moved to Scottsdale, 
Arizona. They had lived on 
Main Street near Butters 
Row in Wilmington for many 
years. Bill Rich had owned a 
trucking business, and then a 
garage & gas station, where 
John had worked before 
being drafted. 

His brother William had 
been wounded in Korea in 


Nov. 1952 as a corporal in the 
Marine Corps. 

John was also survived by 
two sisters, Charlotte and 
Marie, and another brother, 
Walter. 

He was buried in Scotts- 
dale, Arizona. 

A monument to John was 
set near the Textron tennis 
courts on Lowell Street in 
1985. The stone is local gran- 
ite, recovered from the re- 
building of Jenks Bridge. The 
nameplate on the monument 
is a piece of black granite 
from the National Vietnam 
Memorial in Washington D.C. 
with his name cut to match 
the inscription on the Na- 
tional Memorial. 

His yearbook entry in the 
1964 Hourglass mentions a $60 
hopper. In the spring of 1963, 
someone blew up a toilet in a 
boys’ room in the high school. 
John Rich took the blame and 
had to pay for the toilet. Years 
later, the story was told. He 
and three friends were having 
a cigarette in the boys’ room 
near Room 215. Someone lit 
an M-80 "blockbuster" fire- 
cracker and tossed it to John. 
He tossed it into a toilet, figur- 
ing that would put it out. But 
that didn’t work. The four- 
some ran out the door, ahead 
of the flood. Principal Barney 
McMahon was not pleased 
and threated to cancel the 
Junior Variety Show unless 
the person who blew up the 
toilet confessed.

Historically, the Ipswich 

| River was first mentioned in 

a book written in 1652 in 
Woburn by the town clerk, 

' Capt. Johnson. Capt. John- 
son was present at the foun- 

~ding of each church in the 

“Massachusetts Bay Colony, 

‘and he describes the events 

‘inthis book, which he called, 

«The Wonder Working Provi- 

‘dence of Zion’s Saviour in 

“New England.” Quite a 

‘name. 

“He deseribed the founding 

-of the church in Ipswich in 

‘1636 and then continued to 

‘describe the town and the 
river. 

“Ipswich is a fair town 
| which lieth on a fair river of 
the same name, which riseth 
from a pond among the hills, 
“some six and twenty miles 


in the interior, and abruptly 
descends into a large and 
marshy swamp inhabited 
only by wolves and bears.” 

So Capt. Johnson described 
the river. The swamp, of 
course, is Wilmington, and 
some people might comment 
on the wolf and bear situa- 
tion today. Anyway, that is 
the earliest description of 
our town. 

Last Sunday, at the in- 
stance of the Betterment As- 
sociations, an expedition was 
to descend the Ipswich from 
Jenk’s Bridge to Route 28 in 
North Reading. James Shine 
of Grove Avenue and An- 
thony Meads of Main Street 
were to be the pilots. Your 
reporter cut himself in as a 
non-paying passenger. 

Walter Sturtevant of Grove 
Avenue, the gentleman who 
rents boats at Baby Beach, 
loaned a boat for the expedi- 
tion, and it was towed to 
Jenk’s Bridge by Minot 
Anderson. 

At 9 a.m. on the 29th of 
June, the. great exploring 
expedition was ready. Shine 
had discovered that he had to 
go to Boston, so the non-pay- 
ing passenger was promoted 
to the bow man. The expedi- 
tion took off about 9:15 on a 
cloudy Sunday morning. 

Standing on Jenk’s Bridge 
and looking downstream 
through the Hundred Acre 
Meadow, one can see a 
clump of trees, standing by 
themselves. These trees, we 
refer to as “the island,” for 
that is, in effect, what they 
are. 

We found a ditch on the 
left-hand side, going down- 
stream, before we were as 
far as the Eames gravel pit. 
At a point between the pit 
and the island were rocks, 
slightly closer to the pit than 
the island. The grass in this 
region was very tall. When 
we landed on the banks, as 
we sometimes did, we could 
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hardly see over the grass. 
There were many ducks. 

The stream was five to 
eight feet wide and constant- 
ly twisted and turned. We 
feel that we had to travel 
four or five or even more 
miles, to cover one mile. 
progress was made by the 
stern oarsman using one oar 
as a combination paddle and 
pole, and bow oarsman using 
the other as a combination 
paddle and boat hook. 

After a third of a mile (ina 
straight line) from the 
Eames gravel pit, we found 
an iron pipe, five inches in 
diameter, capped, standing 
upright beside a ditch and 
held in place by stones. We 
presumed this to be the 
marker for Jenkins’ Corner, 
but a later inspection on a 
map shows that Jenkins’ 
Corner is about 400 feet 
north of that spot. 

Fifty feet further down 
there was another ditch on 
the other bank, and about 
150 feet along there were 
two more ditches. They were 
the last ditches we saw. 
They. were on the left 
(north) bank. 

At 10:26, we passed the 
Reading Pumping Station, 
near which were deer tracks, 
and soon afterwards a red 
box excited our curiosity. We 
hauled it to the left bank and 
read, “Mar. 20 AWS Re- 
stricted Stock — Information 
Center Section, D&M Radar 
Division Branch, FHH, No 
13759, _CCISCO, Philadel- 
phia.” We had at first thought 
that it was a runaway Betsy 
Ross bread box. 

At 10:40, we passed a few 
rocks, and at 10:45, we came 
to an impassable dam, ap- 
parently built by boys It fol- 
lowed the line of an ancient 
“break through,” where the 
river had washed away the 
gravel left by an ancient gla- 
cial esker. A gravel road led 
nearly to the river’s edge, 


where gravel had been dug, 
apparently some time ago. 

As the two mariners 
worked to clear a way 
through the dam, a car 
drove up and we learned that 
the men driving came down 
Strout Avenue, Reading 
towards the pumping sta- 
tion, before taking this road. 

The dam was left behind at 
11:02, and at 11:10 the river 
widened and became 
straight for a stretch. Meads 
slipped the oarlocks and 
rowed for about 100 feet, 
after which we turned a cor- 
ner and resumed our former 
method of progress. There 
were a few rocks and then 
some trees which had been 
thrown across the river, and 
had to be cleared away to 
allow passage. 

Immediately below this 
was a large deep pool, with 
a roadway coming in from, 
we were told, Strout Avenue. 
Several people were swim- 
ming. We left them astern at 
11:32. By 11:35, we were in- 
volved with more logs and 
rocks, and this time it was 
complicated by the fact that 
we had taken in tow a 6x6 
timber, 12 to 14 feet long, 
which we had found and 
christened “Jim,” for Jim 
Shine. 

The rocks held us up,for a 
few seconds. By 11:40, we 
were in a narrow section, and 
began to hear the noise of a 
motor. At 11:50, we passed a 
pipe, coming down from a 
farm, leading to an irrigation 
pump, we thought. Electric 
light poles could be seen. 
This was on the left bank. By 
11:52, we were again passing 
rocks, and at 12:06, the mead- 
ow ended, and we entered a 
forest, mostly deciduous 
trees. There were several 
black oak on the bank, sever- 
al feet above the water, and a 
lot of swamp maple, with 
much brush and some grape 
vines. 


We thought the going was 
pretty tough. At one point, 
we had to clear an oak, 
which had been cut down 
across the river, and the 
brush was so close together 
as to stop the boat. In fact, 
an agile mouse or squirrel 
could have easily crossed 
the river without getting its 
feet wet. 

It was while we were going 
through these woods that we 
saw the largest rock so far, 
estimated to weigh at least 
700 pounds, maybe more. It 
was in the center of the 
river. There were other 
rocks which were not always 
visible in the shade of the 
trees, and occasionally we 
would have to stop and get 
out, after running on one. 

About 12:24 we emerged 
from the trees with a sigh of 
relief and skirted a meadow 
on our right hand. Occa- 
sionally we saw mussel shells 
and at one point, we picked 
up a live mussel. Crawfish 
shells were seen, too. 

A few minutes of skirting 
the meadow brought us into 
a region of thick brush join- 
ing the brush on the oppo- 
site bank, through which the 
river twisted and turned. 
This was certainly the 
toughest part of the trip. 
There was no perceptible 
current, with one exception, 
for the last half mile. It was 
impossible to paddle, and 
the shrubs were of no help to 
pull the boat. Progress could 
be made only by poling, and 
pole we did, for perhaps a 
half mile, to finally emerge 
at Mill Bridge, on Mill Road, 
Reading, where Minot An- 
derson was waiting. 

The water here dropped, 
going under the bridge and 
shortly afterward, perhaps 
six to ten inches, over a 
series of rocks. We had to 
clear a way for the boat, and 
at 12:55, we found ourselves 
in the millpond, heading

downstream. 

The last third of a mile was 
through alternating ‘rocks 
and sand. We walked, pad- 
dled and rowed. About 100 
feet upstream from Route 
28, we came across a Jédge, 
the only one we saw diiring 
the whole trip. ‘ 

At Route 28, we hoisted the 
boat out of the water and 
back onto the trailer- and 
towed it back to Walter 
Sturtevant’s. The timber 
which we had christened 
“Jim,” we took with us and 
left it in Jim Shine’s yard. 

We left it there for several 
reasons. In the first place, 
we thought Jim might find a 
use for it, and in the sécond 
place, he wasn’t there to 
defend himself, which was a 
good reason for anybody. 


Epilogue 
By LARZ. F. NEILSON 


For many years, Jim Shine 
would reminisce about the log 
that my father had left in his 
yard, after the Ipswich River 
trip. He always laughed about 
it, and said that he had used 
the timber to support the 
front porch, which he had 
been building at the time: 

Whenever I mentioned this 
to my father, however, he 
would say he couldn’t: re- 
member any such incident. 

But the story was found in 
the pages of the old=Wil- 
mington Crusader, of which 
my father was editor before 
he started the Town Grier. 
Indexing the material, I 
found the above story — and 
the timber that Jim Shine 
had been talking about all 
those years. 

The last I heard of that 
timber was when Jim’ son 
Mike, who now owns} the 
house, tore down the porch. 
He had to tell me that the 
timber had still been there, 
nearly 40 years later.

We’re just start- 
ing that right now, but that 
attracted me quite a bit to 
Tewksbury. 

Both of those are signs of a 
district that’s moving for- 
ward.

Do you have a specific way 
that you’re planning to go 
about that? 

CM: As you meet one per- 
son, it gets on your radar, 
“Maybe I should meet with 
these two others.” It’s that 
opportunity to meet with key 
stakeholders in the town that 
I plan to interact with out of 
necessity within this job, but 
when we come to issues that 
may be a challenge for us to 
handle, we have a relation- 
ship. We know who we are 
and we’re set with that. 

Once school starts, I hope to 
possibly be doing some sur- 
veying, some focus groups at 
the school level to get more 
direct feedback that will 
involve more specific staff 
members, teachers, parents, 
students, maybe community 
members. It would allow feed- 
back to come in so I can cre- 
ate data that will push what 
kind of goals to set. 


TC: Do you think your expe- 
rience as a “gang mediator” 
will come in handy with this 
job? 

CM: [Laughing] I think so! 
A big part of this job is navi- 
gating relationships and 
working with people who are, 
at times, in difficult positions 
and situations and need assis- 
tance and support. Rather 
than someone who sits behind 
a desk and just says ‘Yes’ or 
‘No, I'd like to really problem

shoot issues, be creative about 
solutions and get to know peo- 
ple in those situations where 
you’re basing a lot of your 
decision making on relation- 
ships and being human about 
that. 

I think those skills were def- 
initely developed when I was 
meditating with gangs and 
looking at those pieces. 
Anybody can take an authori- 
tative position like Superin- 
tendent and say, “Oh, you 
need a decision made? This 
one’s yes, that one’s no.” 

It’s really diving into those 
[decisions]. I’ve found that 
every decision that’s hard that 
I’ve had to make, the more 
effort I put into developing 
approaches, looking at infor- 
mation, having a balanced 
approach, looking at consis- 
tency — every time I do that, I 
learn something new. 


TC: Do you have any con- 
cerns about the town or the 
schools that you would like to 
see addressed? 

CM: I haven’t developed any 
list of concerns or issues of 
that nature. There’s such a 
strong bond in this town and 
such a community feel and 
such a feeling of a town that’s 
really supportive of its young 
people. I’m not certain where 
that could really be bad in 
any way. 

It certainly is going to cre- 
ate situations where there’s 
significant involvement of 
parents. and their .opinions, 


and I think that’s great. It’s 
hard to navigate and it can be 
uncomfortable at times, but I 
think it’s great people have a 
voice. Those things create a 
fabric in Tewksbury. 

In urban environments you 
don’t get that level of parent 
involvement or that level of 
support from the community. 
You may not get the negative 
part of that, but you don’t get 
the positive. In a place like 
Tewksbury, that involvement 
is what makes a community 
like this run. Even in times 
where that could be challeng- 
ing, it’s overall a very positive 
thing. 


TC: What are you most look- 
ing forward to in your role as 
Superintendent? 

CM: It’s really being part of 
this community and really 
seeing how the school district 
can be progressive, achieve its 
goals, and work hand-in-hand 
with the town. I want the 
schools to be the pride and joy 
of the community. That’s 
important to me, and likely, 
[the schools] already are. In 
such a tight community like 
this, the schools have to pro- 
duce at a level that’s going to 
be reflective of that support. 

There’s a lot of indications 
that it’s already working well, 
so it’s going to be seeing 
where those pieces are that 
my skillset might be able to 
come in and help move it 
along further. 


TC: What is one thing people 
should know about you as an 
educator? 

CM: In this time that we’re 
in now in education where we 
have a lot of state mandates, 
we have financial woes 
statewide, we have accounta- 
bility measures that we’re all 
dealing with — I think there’s 
a way to manage those and 
still be human. 

We can look at it through a 
lens, what’s going to be in the 
best interest of our kids 
before we do anything, and 
how do we do it? How do we 
make sure that teachers can 
teach and kids can learn? 

If that’s not on the fore- 
front, then chasing the next 
mandate or MCAS 2.0 scores 
around isn’t going to. get us

water onto themselves. 
+The videos led to a massive 
‘sarge in donations to ALS 
résearch. In fact, this past 
July, the UMass Medical 
Sthool (UMMS) announced 
a major breakthrough in 
their studies, thanks in part 
to funding from the Ice 
Bucket Challenge. 

While the viral fever of the 
videos has gone down, the 
Ice Bucket Challenge contin- 
uestto be used to generate 
awareness and donations for 
ALS research. 

Wilmington Rotary works 
in conjunction with local 
charity group, The Angel 
Mund, to make sure that 
their own drive is used as 
effectively as possible. 
?*Rich Kennedy is the presi- 
dent’ and co-founder of the 
Angel Fund. Kennedy lost 

ehis-father to ALS in 1989, and 


his brother fell to the same 
disease a few years later. 

In March of this past year, 
Kennedy was himself diag- 
nosed with ALS. But thanks to 
the work of people like Dr. 
Robert Brown of UMMS, Ken- 
nedy faces his diagnosis with 
a hope that previous genera- 
tions of sufferers never had. 

"T have true optimism that 
we are on the right track 
and that it might just have 
my life," Kennedy said. "And 
if not, I'm in this game for 
my kids and it might just 
save their lives." 

Kennedy, like many, was 
baffled by just how popular 
the Ice Bucket Challenge 
proved to be. But whatever 
sparked the intense commu- 
nal interest, Kennedy is 
deeply grateful for what 
interest in the Challenge has 
done for the cause. 

"Why it caught on is a 
great question," he said. "It 
is a unique activity that is 
captured on film and fires 
people's imaginations. They 
come up with creative ways 
to do it, and some people 
didn't even know why they 
were doing it and it just kind 
of caught on and went inter- 
national." 

The Angel Fund is dedicat- 
ed to continuing to raise 
money for Dr. Brown's re- 
search, with Kennedy ex- 
pecting that the Fund will 
generate a million dollars 
this year alone. 

Kennedy learned the hard 
way to distrust large nation-

money raised would have to 
be divvied up for operating 
costs of various branches, 
advertisement, salaries for 
the organizers, and other 
ancillary costs. 

The Angel Fund is defiant- 
ly, proudly, a local organiza- 
tion with a Board that does 
not take salaries. Kennedy 
stated that in a good year, 97 
percent of money raised will 
go directly to ALS research 
and support. 

In a bad year, that number 
goes down to 93 percent 
donated directly. 

It is through local events like 
Wilmington's own Ice Bucket 
Challenge that organizations 
like the Angel Fund can sup- 
port research like Dr. 
Brown's, research with the 
potential to end the suffering 
of thousands of people. 

"The Wilmington Rotary is 
a very smart organization," 
Kennedy said. "They like to 
work through a grassroots 
organization that does what 
they say they're going to. 
I've had a tremendous rela- 
tionship with Harry Cun- 
ningham; who introduced 
me to Mike Burns." 

The Ice Bucket Challenge 
may have ended for this 
year, but Kennedy insists 
that the work will continue. 
Which means that Wilmin- 
ton residents may want to 
mark their calendars for 
next year. 

"Our motto is 'Every August 
until we find a cure," he said.

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Massachusetts students' 
ACT scores top in nation 


MALDEN — Massachu- 
setts high school students in 
the graduating class of 2016 
had the highest average 
composite score in the 
nation on the ACT test, an 
annual predicative measure 
of college and career readi- 
ness for many high school 
graduates, according to 
results released today. 

According to this year's 
ACT results, Massachusetts 
2016 public and private high 
school graduates who chose 
to take the ACT had an aver- 
age composite score of 24.8 
out of a possible 36, up from 
last year (24.4). The nation- 
al average was 20.8, which 
fell slightly from last year's 
21.0. In addition, 53 percent 
of Massachusetts graduates 
met all four ACT college 
readiness benchmarks, up 
from 51 percent last year 
and above the national aver- 
age of 26 percent. 

"We are proud to see that 
once again, Massachusetts 
students had the highest 
ACT scores in the nation," 
said Governor Charlie 
Baker. "I congratulate those 
students, their teachers and 
their families on their hard 


work." 

"I am pleased to see the 
Commonwealth's nation- 
leading results continue to 
improve, especially the 
growing percentage of stu- 
dents who met all four of 
ACT's college readiness 
benchmarks," said Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Commissioner Mit- 
chell Chester. 

While the majority of 
Massachusetts' graduating 
seniors have historically 
taken the SAT, a growing 
number are taking the ACT. 
Students can choose to take 
both tests, either test or nei- 
ther. Statewide, approxi- 
mately 20,300 public and 
private school students, or 
an estimated 28 percent of 
the 2016 graduating class, 
took the ACT during high 
school. Between 2012 and 
2016, the number of ACT- 
taking graduates in Massa- 
chusetts’ has grown by 32 
percent. 

In addition to the state's 
strong performance in the 
aggregate, all of the state's 
largest racial and ethnic 
groups saw higher percent- 
ages meet all four ACT col-

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lege readiness benchmarks 
compared to last year. The 
portion of Massachusetts 
students in the 2016 gradu- 
ating class who met all four 
benchmarks was 60 percent 
for Asian students (com- 
pared to 58 percent in 2015), 
55 percent for white stu- 
dents (53 percent in 2015), 
31 percent for Hispanic/ 
Latino (30 percent in 2015) 
and 21 percent for black/ 
African American students 
(17 percent in 2015). The 
ACT college readiness 
benchmarks are scores on 
the ACT subject area tests 
(English, Reading, Mathe- 
matics and Science) that 
represent the level of 
achievement for students to 
have a 50 percent chance of 
obtaining a B or higher or 
about a 75 percent chance 
of obtaining a C or higher in 
corresponding credit-bear- 
ing college courses. 

Other ACT results for 
Massachusetts students in- 
cluded: 

e Among states where less 
than a third of graduates 
participated in the ACT, 
Massachusetts was followed 
by New Hampshire (24.5), 


New York (23.9) and Dela- 
ware and Maine (both 23.6). 

¢ On the four subject-area 
tests, Massachusetts -had 
the highest percentage. of 
2016 graduates meeting the 
reading (71 percent) and 
math (74 percent) bench: 
marks and tied with Con- 
necticut and New Hamp- 
shire for the highest ‘per- 
centage in science (61 per- 
cent). With respect to: the 
English benchmark,» both 
Massachusetts and . Con- 
necticut saw 85 percént: of 
their students meet ~the 
benchmark, which was-see- 
ond to New Hampshire (96 
percent).

New law protects pets left in cars 


BOSTON — Today, Senator 
Bruce Tarr (R - Gloucester) 
joined Governor Charlie 
Baker, Senator Mark Mon- 
tigny (D - New Bedford), 
Representative Lori Ehrlich 
(D - Marblehead), and other 
supporters of Senate Bill 
2369, An Act Preventing Ani- 
mal Suffering and Death at 
an outdoor State House bill 
signing ceremony. 

Following the signing, Tarr, 
a consistent champion of 
animal welfare legislation on 
Beacon Hill and a co-sponsor 
of the legislation, said "The 
signing of this bill sends a 
clear message that action 
can and should be taken to 
protect animals at risk from 
exposure to extreme temper- 
atures. Too many times in 
the past, people have been 
left wondering what to do as 
an animal suffers in a locked 
car. Now there's a definitive 
answer backed by the pro- 
tections of this law." 


Major provisions of the‘new 
law include measures that: 

° Restrict dog tethering’ or 
leaving a dog outdoors ‘in 
extreme weather or when a 
weather advisory, warning 
or watch is issued, i 

¢ Allow citizens and offi- 
cers to free animals’ con- 
fined in a locked car after 
making reasonable efforts to 
locate the vehicle’s owner, ° 

° Set penalties, up to’ $500, 
and possible criminal’ ‘ani- 
mal cruelty charges for own- 
ers who neglect animals*i in 
vehicles, 

° Provide immunity ‘from 
criminal or civil liability for 
those who take actions - to 
release a trapped animal. 

Tarr added that "In“ the 
past several years the legis- 
lature has taken major steps 
to strengthen our animal 
welfare laws. We still’ have 
work to do, but there should 
be no doubt about our eorn- 
mitment to doing it.”

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In his short time with 
Wilmington High School, 
Merenda has already come 
to feel welcome within the 
education team that runs 
from pre-K and kindergarten 
through to the seniors in 
high school.

eventually assuming the role 
of Dean of Students and ath- 
letic director for Salem. 

Having held positions at 
virtually every level of the 
public education system, 
Gallagher hopes that the 
building principals and fac- 
ulties in Wilmington will see 
him as an ally and a support- 
ive partner in educating the 
children of Wilmington. 

“I really believe in collabora- 
tive leadership,” Gallagher 
said.

‘Girls don’t play 
football’; Oh Yeah?

- TEWKSBURY- Bring up 
Texi St. Cyr to coaches at 
the Tewksbury Youth 
Football program and many 
of them share the same 
response: They break into a 
big smile and say, “She’s 
‘awesome!”

One coach recalled her 
walking off the field with a 
broken finger, only to walk 
right back on once the fin- 
ger was re-set, and playing 
the rest of the game without 
hesitation or complaint. 

: “She has to be tougher 
than-the boys,” Michelle 
said, 

“T have to show them,” Lexi 
agreed. 


“T love really when she 
knocks someone’s clock off 
that’s much bigger than 
her,” Michelle laughed. 
“There’s been teammates

“T’ve always wanted to run 
the ball and they actually 


ran a special play for me,” 
she excitedly recalled. 

Both Lexi and Michelle 
offered nothing but praise 
for the football program and 
the staff, who never flinched 
from finding a place for Lexi 
on the field. 

“They’ve been really sup- 
portive of it ever since I first 
joined,” Lexi said. 

“J think our program, 
we’ve always invited ath- 
letes from anywhere,” pro- 
gram president Rob Rosa 
said. “If you want to play, 
come on over and we’ll find 
a place for you. It’s great to 
see her go through the whole 
program.” 

It is that community spirit 
and sense of closeness that 
Lexi will perhaps miss most. 

“T love the adrenaline and 
the good teammates that 
I’ve had,” she said.

Former Wildcat Goalie named beast coach at Chelmsford High School?

CHELMSFORD/WILM- 
INGTON - Nine years ago, 
Leah Potener was a goalie 
on the Wilmington High 
. School Girls' Soccer team. 
Little did she know at the 
time that she was getting 
life-lessons everyday from 
head coach Sue Hendee, all 
the while competing in the 
‘ game Potcner has loved 
_ since she can remember. 

Those life-lessons contin- 
‘ued over the next eight 
— years with the Salem State 
“Women's Soccer program. 
* Potcner moved up the ranks 
to the collegiate level and 
‘played four very strong 
“years as a keeper for the 
Vikings before spending the 
*next four years as the pro- 
+ gram's goalie coach, under 
“head coach Nicolle Wood, 
/who also spent a _ year 


coaching under Hendee at 
WHS. 

Now at 26 years old and a 
fifth grade school teacher in 
Dracut, Potener is hoping 
the 12 years experience 
between playing in the 
Wilmington High and Salem 
State programs, and then 
the four years of being an 
assistant coach will help her 
with the life lessons she 
hopes to be providing every- 
day to the soccer players 
she will now be directing 
everyday. 

In early May, Potener was 
named the new head varsity 
soecer coach at Chelmsford 
High School, replacing Anne 
Marinaro. Just this past 
week, Potener got on the 
field for the first time - as a 
head coach. 

“Leah was chosen to lead 
our program late last 
spring,” said Chelmsford 
High School Athletic

the Salem State College program. 


Director Scott Moreau. 
“Her background as a col- 
lege player, assistant coach 
at Salem State and experi- 
ence working with varsity 
level players at Wilmington 
High School was exactly 
what we were looking for in 
a coach. 

“She has worked hard in 
the short time she's been 
here to get to know her play- 
ers and create a positive 
culture for the girls. We're 
excited to have her lead our 
program.” 

The season won’t officially 
start for Potener and the 
Lions until September 7th 
against Dracut, but until 
then, Potener said things 
have gone smoothly in pre- 
season. 

“From what I’ve seen dur- 
ing our tryouts the first few 
days, it is clear that this is a 
strong program,” she said. 
“IT am sure Anne worked 
hard to build that. I am 
excited to continue to build 
this program. Just from the 
first two days of double ses- 
sions, it was evident that all 
of the girls have worked so 
hard in the off-season. 

“We have strength across 
all grade levels and posi- 
tions. I am excited to get the 
season started and see just 
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how much stronger we can 
get. Not only are all of these 
girls great athletes, they are 
also all-around great kids. 
They are respectful, hard- 
working, and dedicated.” 

Marinaro held the job the 
last five seasons, including 
2011 leading the team to the 
Division 1 North sectional 
finals. The Lions qualified 
for the tournament the next 
three seasons winning a 
combined 33 games, but did- 
n't qualify this past year. 

Potener said that in order 
to get the program back to 
its dominating ways in the 
very tough Merrimack 
Valley Conference, it starts 
with the -simple things: 
heart, intensity and compet- 
itiveness. 

“J strongly believe that 
what sets great teams apart 
from other teams, is their 
passion for the game,” she 
said. “The girls can work as 
hard as they want, but if 
they don’t have that pas- 
sion, that love for the game, 
we are only going to go so 
far. Sometimes games come 
down to who wants it more. 
My goal is to challenge 
them, coach them _ to 
become better athletes, and 
help strengthen the passion 
for the game. We plan to 
train hard, play hard, 
adjust, and get stronger.” 

She added that she would 
like to continue to build up 
the feeder program in the 
town of Chelmsford. 

“T have big plans to bridge 
the gap between the 
Chelmsford Youth Soccer 


Program and the High 
School Program,” she said. 
“We plan to invite the youth 
players to be ball girls at 
our home games and volun- 
teer to host mini clinics at 
their practices. We are hop- 
ing to host a Chelmsford 
Youth Soccer Night as well. 
I believe this relationship is 
so crucial because these 
youth players are the future 
of our program.” 

Potener was asked about 
the differences and the 
adjustments she will have to 
make going from a goalie 
coach of a college program 
to a high school program 
with a very proud tradition. 

“T think the adjustments 
will be minimal,” she 
answered. “I feel as though I 
can really challenge the 
girls and raise the bar with 
all I’ve learned at the higher 
level. I can easily relate 
coaching to my teaching 
career. Just as you need to 
be prepared, organized, and 
have a plan in the class- 
room, the same goes for the 
field. I have also learned 
that having backup plans 
and being flexible are. key. 

“J feel as though I am 
lucky to have developed 
great relationships with 
both my high school coach, 
Sue Hendee and my college 
coach, Nicolle Wood. I have 
picked up a lot of great 
coaching tips from Sue and 
Nicolle both from the player 
standpoint as well as from 
the coaching standpoint. 
Both Nicolle and Sue have 
been very supportive of me

throughout my coaching 
career. 

“From working alongside 
Nicolle Wood at Salem State 
University, I have learned 
what is expected of atliletes 
at the next level and how to 
prepare them for it. Sue 
Hendee has been a major 
resource for me in learning 
all of the ins and outs and 
what to expect at the high 
school level. I am grateful 
for both of them.' 

The guidance and - Assis- 
tance that both Hendeé ‘and 
Wood provided to Potener 
was beneficial moving ‘onto 
other avenues during the 
winter seasons. Potener said 
that she had coached a Soc- 
cer club team ‘called 
“Benfica” over this «past 
winter and spring seasons 
and several members’ of the 
team informed her about 
the coaching VERS -at 
CHS. 

“Coaching is such a strong 
passion of mine, so I“went 
for it,” she said. “The inter- 
view went great. - Scott 
Moreau asked great, ques- 
tions that showed he! cared 
for this program and was 
looking for a solid fit. When 
the interview concluded and 
he told me to expect.a:call 
the following Monday, I was 
ecstatic. When Monday 
came, I realized what-a pro- 
fessional football player 
must feel like on draft day, 
sitting by the phone waiting 
for the call all day. ~*

. one step ‘shy of his ultimate 
goal of pitching in the 
, major leagues. 

,-The promotion to the 
_Triple-A Sky Sox came 
, after a very productive stay 
with the Double-A 
~Shuekers, during which 
» Peterson went 8-4 with a 

'2.77 ERA in 52 appear- 
‘ances. Peterson struck out 

49 batters in 55 innings of 
: work for Biloxi. 

.cThose numbers earned 
him .a spot in the Southern 
.League’s Double-A All-Star 
«~ Game, where he helped his 
, South Division squad to a 5- 
ub victory over the North 
‘ Division by retiring the side 
»in »order in the seventh 
‘inning. 
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With all of his success, 
Peterson likely had an 
inkling that he may be moy- 
ing up, but it was still a 
thrill when he finally got 
the call back on August 
17th, and his Biloxi team- 
mates made sure it would 
be a moment he would 
never forget. 

“Our manager announced 
it in front of the team after 
a game,” Peterson said. 
“After the game, he said he 
wanted to talk to all of us, 
and then he told everybody 
he had gotten a phone call 
from management telling 
them that I was moving up 
to Triple-A. It was great to 
be able to share that with 
all of my teammates.” 

Just as he handled the 
jump from Single-A to 
Double-A very well, 
Peterson has also made a 
very smooth transition to 
the Triple-A level. It’s a 
small sample size, but in 
four relief appearances for 
the Sky Sox, Peterson has 
pitched four innings with- 
out allowing a run, allowing 
just one hit, while striking 
out three batters, but he has 
walked three. 

As well as Peterson has 
pitched in his brief stay 
with the Sky Sox, he 
acknowledges that the com- 
petition is even fiercer at 
this level. 

“It’s different. There are 
a lot of experienced players 
up here. You are facing a 
lot of mature guys who 
have been around the game 
a while,” Peterson said. “A 
lot of these guys have been 
in the big leagues, or have 
been knocking on the door, 
so you have to make an 
adjustment. 

“It’s also time for me to 
mature as a pitcher. I have 
realized how much I need to 
have a game plan every 
time I go out there. it is 
important to be on the same 
page as your catcher at all 
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times, and here in Triple-A 
there are a lot of older 
catchers who have been 
around, and been in a lot of 
situations before, so that is 
also a big help.” 

While Peterson says he is 
maturing as a pitcher, the 
fact is that is nothing really 
new for him, as he has 
always brought a mature 
and determined approach 
to the game. It is one of the 
biggest reasons he was able 
to make the jump from 
Single-A to Triple-A in the 
span of just one year. 

“Honestly I really haven’t 
changed anything,” 
Peterson said, when asked 
how he was able to move up 
the ladder so quickly. “I 
have been doing this for a 
while, and once you under- 
stand what kind of pitcher 
you are, you just need to go 
out and pitch to your 
strengths. You might not 
always have your best stuff, 
or the best velocity, but the 
key is to go out and com- 
pete every night.” 

It was that approach, and 
that willingness to compete 
every night that allowed 
Peterson to keep believing 
in himself, even when oth- 
ers may have had their 
faith shaken. As of the end 
of last season, Peterson had 
played five years of minor 
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league baseball, including 
three straight at the Single- 
A level. Some players may 
have wondered if it simply 
wasn’t meant to be for them 
to move up the chain. But 
Peterson never allowed that 
thought to enter his mind. 

“To be honest I never real- 
ly had that thought,” 
Peterson said. “You work 
so hard to get to a certain 
point, and you never let 
that creep up. You just try 
and work as hard as you 
can during the off season 
and try to come back each 
year and keep getting bet- 
ter. There are times you 
won’t be at your best, but 
you still go out there and 
battle.” 

Peterson, who signed with 
the Brewers organization 
back in 2011 as an undrafted 
free agent after a brilliant 
career at St. John’s Prep 
and the University of 
Rhode Island, also has an 
extra source of motivation 
to be at his best each time 
he takes the mound. 

“T have had sort of a chip 
on my shoulder since day 
one after not being drafted. 
I don’t know how many peo- 
ple expected me to get here, 
but for me this is just the 
beginning,” Peterson said. 
“The season is winding 
down here and I still feel 
better than I have at any 
point in the season. I feel 
as good right now as I did 
at the start of the season, 
and as good as I have at 
any point in my career.” 

But as good as he is feel- 
ing, Peterson is also not 
getting ahead of himself. 
Just as he would not allow 
himself to be discouraged 
when he was not moving 
up, he is not allowing him- 
self the luxury of looking 
ahead to that next big step, 
although that one step 
would mean a trip to the 
major leagues.. 

“I don’t really think about

TEWKSBURY- The ther- 
mometer might now show it, 
but fall is rapidly approach- 
ing and so of course the 
Livingston Street complex is 
once again abuzz with the 
Tewksbury Youth Football 
Program.

being conscious [of head 
injuries]. I totally under- 
stand it.” 

The safety of all players, 
whether they be football 
players or cheerleaders, is 
paramount to Rosa and the 
many volunteers that keep 
the league humming week 
after week. 

“We’ve been leveraging 
Heads Up Football,” Rosa 
said. “It’s a program about 
the proper technique of how 
to tackle, where to tackle, 
which way to tackle. We’re 
also going to have a trainer 
come out this year and talk 
to all the coaches about the 
early signs of concussions.” 

Rosa acknowledges that 
children in this day and age 
have an unparalleled num- 
ber of options for how to 
spend their days, and so he 
and the rest of the TYF are 
always looking for ways to 
keep giving their players 
new chances to grow, com- 
pete, and learn. 

This year, the cheerleading 
program is leaping into the 
American Youth 
Cheerleading league, which 
will allow Tewksbury’s finest 
young cheerleaders the 
chance to compete against 
other towns and regions, 
potentially even going to a 
national stage. 

“We’re affiliating ourselves 
with American Youth 
Cheerleading,” Rosa said. 
“So the girls will actually go 
to compete in AYC. They 
potentially could go to the 
Nationals. It’s a little more 
formalized then the league 
that we’re in, so this gives 
them an avenue to go and 
compete and do it at a recre- 
ational level.” 

And football is expanding 
as well. The Northeast 
Junior High Football league 
is in the process of merging 
with the New Hampshire 
Seacoast League, which will

allow Tewksbury the chance 
to play against many new 
opponents. 

Rosa recalls numerous 
cases of coaches for the 
younger teams complaining 
that, while they loved the 
experience of coaching, it 
did start to get old playing 
the same sets of teams over 
and over again throughout a 
season. 

“We’ll now have 20 
teams at the seventh and 
eighth grade level,” Rosa 
said. “At the sixth grade 
level we’ll have 14; teams. 
That’s a good amount of 
teams to do cross-play.” 

It is Rosa’s hope that this 
expansion will not only 
allow for even stronger 
gameplay and competition, 
but maybe even help expand 
the horizons of Tewksbury 
football players beyond the 
scope of the town. 

“T think a lot of it is the 
diversity of the town,” Rosa 
said. “Most of these folks 
live in Tewksbury and we’re 
a predominantly white town. 
There’s nothing wrong with 
that, but to go and play a 
Lowell or a Manchester, the 
diversity is there. It gives 
the kids a perspective on 
life. It’s not all like 
Tewksbury. That’s one of the 
things I like most, to pro- 
mote playing more diverse 
teams.” 

With new and returning 
players, new and returning 
coaches, Rosa is happy to 
see the program continue to 
evolve and develop, so long 
as they keep the central 
focus on being a fun experi- 
ence for everyone. - 

“Tf they’re not having fun, 
they’re not going to want to 
play next year,” Rosa said. 
“They’re going to say I want 
to do something else. We 
want to make sure they are 
staying invested and seeing 
the progression.”
